$447,242 Expended 
On Welfare in Month 
Throughout County 


Total county, state und federal 
welfare expenditures of $447,242 
in San Bernardino county sup- 
ported 11,289 charity and relief 
cases during March, according 
to a recently completed survey 
by California Taxpayers’ associ- 
ation. Joint state and county 
aid to needy aged amounted to 
$75,069 for 2,362 cases, to needy 
blind $2,276 for 76 cases, and 
$4,688 for 455 orphans, 

County aid of $10,273 was giv- 
en 660 unemployable indigents in 
addition to aid given charity cas- 
es supported in institutions, the 
study disclosed. The  state’s 
SERA expenditures totalled $98,- 
252 for the 2,824 cases in the 
county, while the federal govern- 
ment, through WPA, cared for 
pola unemployed, spending $250,-

CITRUS 
N WORLD TRADE 


Robert Hodgson, U. C. L. A. 
Professor, Tells Club 
Of Conditions 





While there are many problems 
confronting the citrus industry, 
California producers have the ad- 
vantage in that the oranges and 
lemons from this state are better 
in appearance and quality than 
foreign citrus. 

This was the report of Robert 
Hodgson, head of the U.C.L.A. ag- 
ricultural department, who spoke 
at the meeting of the Upland Ro- 
tary club in the Upland Inn at noon 
today. His discourse and descrip- 
tion of conditions in Japan, China, 
Egypt and India amazed the club. 
For eight months he was on a mis- 
sion-of studying horticultural con- 
ditions and possibilities in many of 
the foreign countries. 

While citrus production appears 
to be on the increase everywhere, 
and there are many problems con- 
fronting marketing of California 
citrus, Mr. Hodgson offered a note 
of.optimism. . Most foreign produc- 
ers and shippers do not have much 
concern over appearance of their 
fruit, he pointed out. In this re- 
gard California citrus has prefer- 
ence in the world markets. 

He suggested greater concentra- 
tiun of California shipments in the 
same world markets year after 
year and he pointed out that it is 
the practice of some shippers to 
change from one market to an- 
other.

In 
the county department are in- 
spectors who regularly visit es- 
tablishments throughout the 
county and tHey will in the 
future include Upland. 

The local deputy will be also 
in the position to call for special 
inspection and for assistance in 
case of any health emergency.

To be built only with glass 
blocks and without windows, 
construction started today on 4 
new laboratory for the San An- 
tonio Community hospital. The 
building, adjoining the hospital 
at the ambulance entrance, will 
be ventilated by dust-proof vents. 
Placed in the structure will be 
the latest equipment. 

The new building is the result 
of donations from philanthropic- 
minded citizens in Upland and 
Ontario, and the construction 
funds have no egect whatever 
on the hospital’s general operat- 
ing accounts. 

The laboratcry will be divided 
into four separate rooms. In 
room No. 1 will be haematology 
and clinical pathology work. In 
room No. 2 will be blood chem- 
istry studies and No. 3 will be 
devoted to serology and No. 4 
to bacterology. 

Bach phase of the laboratory 
work requires special equipment 
and specially prepared materials, 
Dr. A. A. Aita, hospital superin- 
tendent, said tcday in pointing 
out the advantakes of having 
each room separate. 

Amazing growth of the labor- 
atory service has necessitated 
construction of the new addition. 
An average of 30 specimens a 
day are analyzed, some of them 
being sent to the local labora- 
tory by physicians as far as 30 
miles away. Within six years 
the laboratory business has in- 
creased 1100 per cent. This 
phase of the hospital business is 
reported to be one of the most 
profitable. 

Latest scientific equipment will 
be placed in the laboratory. 
Shadow-proof lighting which will 
give the same reflection night or 
day is included in the equipment. 

The room used at present. as 
a laboratory will be converted 
into a filmg room and museum.

If the decision 
is a popular one, seldom does anyone think to commend them. 
Few people apparently have any personal interest in what the 
council does—until the official acts affect them. 

On oceasion, however, councilmen are commended. It was 
a timely act on the part of nearly 100 residents in the 1935 :

From Getting New Car 
At Factory 





LA PORTE, IOWA, June 15— 


There is no longer any dust in| 


‘the nation’s dust bowl. As the 
Santa Fe Scout, on which we rode, 
sped through that extensive area 
about a week ago, it was raining 
most of the day. The country 
really looked beautiful at this time. 
In most of the territory the crops 
looked good, though in at least 
some of the district the rains came 
too late to make good wheat. 

Back here in Iowa crops are al- 
go looking the best in years. There 
has been plenty of rain—in fact, 
too much just at this time. Satur- 
day and Sunday we had a real Iowa 
rain, thunder and lightning storm. 
In Waterloo within a short time 
about three inches of rain fell. 
Small creeks in this district were 
soon raging streams and flooding 
considerable territory, damaging 
crops to some extent, though not 
to serious proportions. Prospects 
at this time are excellent for good 
yields of all crops. 

However, reports on drouth, heat 
and cold in the middle west the pre- 
ceding two years were not exag- 
gerated in the least. We were told 
here that the heat and drouth were 
the worst ever experienced within 
the knowledge of those residing 
here. Grain crops were practically 
nothing and weeds were actually 
cut and fed to stock, even thistles 
in some instances. And that’s some- 
thing different for this great agri- 
cultural district. 

Farmers are feeling considerably 
more optimistic this year — with 
prospects for good crops and good 
prices for what they raise. It also 
seems that the value of farm land 
is started back to a higher figure. 
Mrs. Guy’s sister purchased the 160 
acre farm on which they live, buy- 
ing it on very easy terms from an 
insurance company, which had 
foreclosed on the former owner, and 
has been offered $2500 more than 
was paid several years ago. 

Some farms lost by the owners 
during the worst years of the de- 
pression and which even were va- 
cated, have furnished opportunities 
for a good many to buy them at 
low prices and on long time con- 
tracts. However, it is going to be 
“an uphill. pull” in restocking the 
places and also in putting them 
back in their former good condi- 
tion, including the houses and 
other buildings on them. 

The trip from Upland to Chicago 
on the air conditioned Scout was 
comfortable and enjoyable—it be- 
ing evident the railroads are mak- 
ing every effort to induce people to 
make at least their long trips on 
the train. Meals were served in 
the diner at these prices: breakfast 
25c, lunch 30c and dinner 35c. 
While there is not the variety of 
food to choose from as was the 
case in the days when a meal on 
the train cost from 75c to $1.50, 
there is plenty of well prepared 
food at each meal. Asa result the 
dining car is crowded three times 
a day and there is no object in get- 
ting off the train to get a good 
meal at a reasonable price. 

At Flint, Mich., we found evi- 
dence of labor agitators and the re- 
sulting trouble. Pickets surround- 
ed several of the buildings of the 
“Buick company in different parts 
of the city. Many persons on the 
train were taking delivery of cars 
at the factory. In order to evade 
strikers and pickets the Buick peo- 
ple had found it necessary to take 
cars from their customary places 
of delivery and store them secretly 
in other buildings. We therefore 
found a very excited lot of employ- 
es at the Buick office where we 
were told to call after telephoning 
them from the station. An em- 
ploye sliped out, drove back in our 
car, threw in our baggage and we 
-made our get-away around the 
wide of the building to another 
wtreet—just as the pickets were 
coming down to surround the build- 
ing. A lady from Hemet was next 
in line after us—we hope she got 
her car and got away also.
